LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Trustees of the Jackson Public Library. 
Gentlemen: The following is a report of the work in the Library 
for the year ending Feb. 15, 1906: 

The Library has been open 182 days, from June 15, to 
October 1; the hours were from 10 a. m. to 1 p. m. daily, and 
for the remaining months from 2 to 4 p. m. every Saturday. 
In this time the total number of books given out was 3732; a 
monthly average of 311 volumes, and a weekly average of 72 
volumes. ‘The largest daily circulation was 68 volumes, on 
March 18, 1905. 

Since Dec. 16, 1905, the Library has been open for the 
purpose of reading and social benefit, on Saturday evening 
from 7 to 9 o’clock. The average attendance is 11. 

There have been added to the Library by gift 161 volumes 
and by purchase 25 volumes, making a total number of vol- 
umes in the Library 2593. In addition to this we have on file 
the following magazines: Century, Harper’s, Scribner’s, Mun- 
sey, McClure’s, Critic, St. Nicholas, Advocate of Peace, 
World’s Work, Success, The Musician, Harper’s Bazaar, Out- 
look, Scientific American, Saturday Evening Post, Ladies’ 
Home Journal, and Little Folks. 

We gratefully acknowledge gifts of books and money re- 
ceived during the year, as follows: Mrs. Lucey S. Scribner, 
subscription to five magazines; Mrs. S. Lavamburg, twenty- 
eight volumns; Miss K. C. Baldwin, sixty-nine volumes; Jack- 
son Thimble Club, twenty-nine volumes.
